SCHEDULE 

Part I—Rules relating to Reimbursement of Tuition 
Fees 

Delete existing Rules Nos 1, 4 to 7, 16 and 17 
and substitute the following therefor. 

RULE NO. Description 


1. These Rules may be called the Rules for 
Reimbursement of Tuition Fees (Amend¬ 
ment) 1991. 

4. AU BPT employees except as indicated in 
Rule No. 2 above without any pay limit 
are eligible for the concession. 

5. Where both husband and wife are in Port 
Trust service, tire concession shall be 
admissible only to one of them. If an 
employee’s spouse employed elsewhere is 
entitled to any assistance from the employer 
in respect of their children’s education, the 
concession to the employee shall be corres¬ 
pondingly reduced. An employee in 
receipt of Children's Educational Allowance 
under the Bombay Port Trust Scheme shall 
not be entitled to reimbursement of tuition 
fees in respect of the same childjchildren. 

6. Tuition fees limited to the fees actually 
paid by he employees on behalf of their 
children will be reimbursed subject to the 
following limits : 

Class I to X —Rs. 2D per cent per child 
Class XI and XII —Rs. 25 per month 

per child 

For Physically Handicapped and mentally retarded 
children the amount will be Rs 50 per mensem per 
<ffiild. 


(a) Science fee or laboratory fee in case science 
fee is not seperately charged ; 

(b) Special fee charged for agriculture as an 
elective additional subject ; 

(c) Any fee charged for subjects like music’ 

which are taught as a part of the regular 
curriculum or subject requiring practical 
work under the programme of work expe¬ 
rience. 

Tuition fees d<o not include— 

(a) Domestic science fund charges; 

(b) Library fee; 

(c) Games fee; 

(d) Admission fee; and 

(e) Extra curricular activity fees. 

If tuition fees charges for a science student is higher 
than that charged for a non-science student, science 
fee, though separately charged, shall not be re¬ 
imbursed. 

Polytechnic and University ; 

The tuition fees charged by a college run by a 
University or affiliated to University for the following 
classes will be reimbursed but reimbursement will be 
restricted to the rates pi escribed by Govt. Colleges 
for corresponding classes : 

(a) Pre-University; 

(b) First year class of an Intermediate Colleges; 

(c) First year class of a Technical College; 

(d) First year class of a Polytechnics; 

(e) Firest class of a correspondence course. 

Two year diploma course— 

The reimbursement of tuition fees will be admis¬ 
sible for the 1st and 2nd year classes of a two year 
diploma course in Polytechnics in cases where the 
minimum qualification for admission to the course 
is X Standard of the revised pattern of education. 

Special provision for handicapped children — 

In the case of Physically Handicapped and ment¬ 
ally retarded children, tution fees will be reimbursed 
if the institution in which the child is studying is 
one which lis recognised or approved or aided by 
the Central or State Government or Union Territ¬ 
ory Administration. If the institution is approvedl 
recognised[aided but the fees charged are not ap¬ 
proved by the Government, the fee reimbruseabJe 
will be subject to a maximum of Rs. 50 p.m, 

Note : The concession will be admissible to an 
employee in respect of not more than two children 
at any time.

15 Employee should claim the reimbursement 
in the prescribed form, shown in the An- 
uexure to these Rules, twice in a year, 
i.e., in the months of July and January 
every year. 


16 At the time of accepting initial claim, 
production of the cash receipt given by the 
School or counterfoil of the Bank Credit 
Voucher, if the tuition fee is paid through 
Bank, by the employee as proof of having 
actually paid the tuition f'ee, will be 
sufficient. For subsequent occasions, a 
declaration from the employee to the 
effect that he | she continues to incur the 
expenditure of tuition fee, etc. should be 
accepted. The employee may also be 
asked to certify that his|her child [children 
isjare actually studying in the recognised 
school and that lie[she is actually incur¬ 
ring expenditure on tuition fee. 

17 The procedure for the verification and 
payment of claims shall be such as may 
prescribed by the Financial Adviser & 
Chief Accounts Officer. 

Part II—Rules for the grant of Children’s Educa¬ 
tional Allowance 

Delete existing Rules Nos. 1 to 4, 6, 8, 10 and 20 
and substitute the following therefor. 

Rule No. Description 


1 These Rules may be called the Rules for 
the grant of Children’s Educational Al¬ 
lowance (Amendment) 1991. They shall 


come into force from the date of publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2 All permanent employees and temporary 
employees having not less than three years 
continuous service other than casual, part 
time and contract employees and appren¬ 
tices shall be eligible for the allowance 
subject to the condition specified in tire 
following Rules. 

3 All BPT employees except as indicated in 
Rule No. 2 above without any pay limit 
are eligible for this concession. 

4 The allowance shall be payable to an 
employee on duty, under suspension or on 
leave, including leave preparatory to re¬ 
tirement taken prior to attaining the age 
of superannuation. The allowance shall 
not be admissible in the case of a dece¬ 
ased, retired or discharged employee ex¬ 
cept as provided in Rule 7 below. 

7 Where both husband and wife are emp¬ 
loyed in the Bombay Port Trust, the al¬ 
lowance shall be admissible only to one 
of them. 

8 The allowance shall be payable at a rate 
of Rs. 50 p.m. per clrld for classes T to 

xir. 

Note : The concession will be admissible to 
an employee in respect of not more than 
two children at any time. 

10 The allowance shall be payable only in 
respect of children between the age limits 
of 5 and 20 years. If a child completes 
20 years half way through the academic 
session, the allowance is admissible till 
the end of the academic session. 

20 Subject to production of the claim certi¬ 
ficate referred to above, the allowance 
shal bj paid according to such proc- 
dure as may be prescribed by the Finan¬ 
cial Adviser & Chief Accoums Officer for
